London, Dec. 8. — A special dispatch 
from Shanghai aays : On Fridiqr. lasli 
aft|>taiii Beoker with 810 Gtrmaa ma- 
rines left Klao-Chon bay to oocnpj the 
Borronnding villaKea. wheuc« they pro- 
CMded to captare the city. The Ohi- 
neie forts opened fire, and the Uermans 
replied, filing three of the grarrison 
whicli thori.'updn fiucl in di? order. 

The Chinese general in oommand was 
captuvd, but afcsrward liberated. Sev- 
taal G«rQUUi Milan, were injured by 
■tenet flnng bj the inhabitants of the 
Tillages. In re torn for this the head 
men of these villages were beaten with 
bamboo sticks by order of the Gtarman 
commander. 

It is reported here that China is will- 
ing to pay an indemnity of 1,000,000 
tads (aboojc $781,250), and to grant all 
the German demands, iaelnding the 
temporary cesrion of Kiao-Choa bay and 
adjoining territorj'. 

CHINA'S PROTEST. 



Tb« Chlneie OoTornnient Will Xever Sob- 
ti> <«i*riiiaii y, 

Pbkin, Doc. 8. — The Chinese govern- 
ment has caused it to be made known 
that np to the time of the German occu- 
pation of Kiao-OhoD bay, no daim was 
made by Germany for reparation as a 
result of the murder of the twoniis.sion- 
iiries, Nics nnd Heiiiilis and that tht iti 
^ve^e no other ditlereuces betweiu tlio 
two governments. 

Consequently, the government of 
China points aai the missionarv' quvn 
tion is regarded as a pretext to obtain a 
naral station which, it is shown, Ger- 
many haa long ooreted. The Chinese 
government, it is said in oonclosiou, 
will nerer consent to the Germans re- 
maining at Kiao-Ohoa bay, as their 
presence there deprives China of a har- 
I bor which, sinoe tho war with Japan, 
[hai been regarded as tb« most loitablo 
naval base or opcmtkoi. 

Wants a B«tt«r Navy. 

Hajiburo, Deo. 8.— At a meeting here 
yeiierdky, which was largely attended 
by leading merchants, a resolution was 
adopted setting forth that an incr ease 
in thti strength of the German navy is 
nni)eratively necessary for the muin- 
tenauce and furtherance of Germany .s 
prestige and for the protectiou of licr 
tsubji'cts and ittteresti in trans- ooeauio 
countries. 

OeSliac Btoinatek% Xtnn, 

Berlin, Dec. 8.— Prince Henry of 
Prussia will visit Prince Bismarck at 

Freidreiclinilie today and will upend 
several hours with tha great stutesaiuu, 
in order to obtain hit Tiews npon the 
Chinese situation. 

Mor* Troops Ordered to China. 

I'.KKi.iN, Dec. 8 — Emperor William 
has ordered the number of volunteers 
for the China expedition to be increased 
to 1,000 men. , 

WATCH iD FROM WA8HINQT0.N 
The Vnite I States Will llaT* Mo Direct 
Inter* <t in th* Tronb *. 

WASHiXQTOif, Deo. 8.— The German 
advance in China is being watched with 
keen interest in offloial and diQlonuttio 
circles here, owing lo tlu^ latent lalne 
reports thut Germany hud followed up 
kher occupation of Kiao-Chou buy and 
f fortifications by sending an armed force 
inland and occupying the town of Kiao- 
Chon. While it is said the United 
States has no direct concern in the 
trouble, every derolMniwii is being ob- 
served as apavt of the prooeu by which 
the larger nations of Kurope are seek- 
ing the dismemberment of the Chinese 
empire. As one diplomatic otttcial stat- 
ed : "It is the absorption of the Orient 
by tlio Occident." 

In such a movement it is understood 
that the position of this goveruiueut 
would be that of a disuuerested ob- 
server, always active, howt'ver, to pro- 
tect those American iutere.->i» w inch 
have been built up at the large treaty 
ports. At present there is no sugges- 
tion that these may be affected, but Uie 
controversy is assuming siicli a pliuse 
by Germany's lorward march that it 
may extend at any time beyond the 
question of occupying Kiao-Chou bay, 
and involve the treaty ports as well as 
all China. This i.s the view taken by 
some of the best posted diplotiiatic olh- 
cials. It 18 said, also, th..t if tin' pro- 
cess goes on Kurupe iimst imt leave out 
of account Japan, as there is good 
reosoii to believe that .lupau will insist 
on recognition if there is to be any oc- 
cupation of Chinese t. nitory. 

From an authoritative source, the fol- 
lowing statement was made as to the 
general status of the Lrerman-Chiuuse 
case : "Kiao-Choa bay is one of the 
most important harbors on the Chinese 
.^oast. It is midway between the 
jfcorthem and southern portions of the 
x^hinese coast and for that reason has a 
commanding strategic importance. The 
harbor is broad and deep, and is par- 
ticularly adapted for the uses of a large 
fleet. The Chioeaa govei-oment recog- 
nised the importanee of the harbor and 
had determined to improve the f ortitt- 
oations and bring the place up to n^- 
em standards. The aavantages of the 
^bQT were (hown last year, when 



Upssia secured permission to quarter 
her fleet there temporarily." 

"The present fortifications are not 
gtoong, being far short of those former- 
ly at i'ort Arthur. They served main- 
Isr as a garrison for a small Chinese 
foroe. BiM>k of the garrison and s6me 
miles inland is the town of iiiao. China 
has not made any preparations for war, 
by assembling troops or ships to resist 
Germany's landing. It is still believed 
that a settlement will be reached 
throught peaceful means, and that it 
will be honorable to China aa well as 
MttefMtOKjr taO er maaj r." 

RAID O N MOON SHINERS. 

Twe Desperate lien Ceptnrad by Revanne 
Oflleers. 

BBATTTTiLXiB, Kj., Deo. 8.— John A. 
Btirton, general revenue agent ; George 
Drake ond John C. Morgan, deputy 
United States marshals, made a raid on 
moonshiners in Perry county, which 
resulted in the capture of James and 
Daniel Baker and the breaking up of a 
still that hat been in operation for 
years. 

The ofllcen, who were aided by a 
guide, were met at the door by James 
Baker with a double-barreled shotgun. 
George Drake leveled his trusty Win- 
chester on Baker, when the other offi- 
cers closed in. and after a hard straggle 
succeeded in disarming the 'shiner. 
Just as they were entering the house 
Dan Baker, who was in the cellar, hear- 
ing the noise, was seen to emerge from 
a trap door of the floor and rubbing the 
smoke from his eyes, and armed with a 
Winchester he would probably have 
laid more than one of the officers out 
had it not been for the timely interfer- 
ence of Revenue Agent Burton, who 
placed his 44-cnliber in Baker's faceand 
made him surrender. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
the fiukors were conducting a nice little 
distillation business in the cellar of 
their dwelling, using the rhiiniiey of 
th»i house for tlioir still, and had it not 
been for one of taker's neighbors, who 
gave tho secret away and who guided 
the oflicers, Uncle Sam would never 
have been any the wiser as to their 

business. 

James Baker, w)io is a OOOlin Of Bob 
Baker, tho terror of the mountains, and 
who lias iriven tlio revenue ollicera so 
much troublp., states that he is 48 years 
old and that he lias i uriu d his living 
since a boy making nioonsliiiie whisky. 

NVlien he was arrestcil he wii.s just in 
the act of making a •'doubling," and 
iiaker's wife pk'.-^ded with tlio oflicers 
to let her make a few gallons, promis- 
ing them <'hicken pie, apple dumplings 
and a big spree. 

Revenue Aeeiit Burton says he has 
had a varied experieiic;' since in tho 
pervice, but that he has ntn-er si eii a 
business conducted so succcessfuUy and 
secretly. 

The pri.soners wore tried before 
United States Commissioner J. B. Mar- 
cum and were held over to appear be- 
fore tha Uaitod Btatei oonrt at Coving- 
ton. 

FIGHTIN G TKS PRISON. 

Aa BS'Prlson Guard Locturlux I'pon Al- 
leged Ahuam mt Conviets. 

ORAwroRDsmLB, Ind., Deo. 8.— The- 
odore Ammerman, who until recently 
was a gutird at the northern prison, is 
now delivering lectures on the Michi- 
gan City penitentiary. He is holding 
forth in all the small towns in western 
Indiana, and, aided by magic lantern 
views, never fails to make an impres- 
sion. His lecture is a sensational one, 
ref^itiug startling stories of alleged 
Ijrisiui abuses, maltreatment of prison- 
ers All ! severe punishment for trivial 
oli'i'ii-es 

He declares that the prison, far from 
proving a corrective institution, makes 
men by far more brutal and criminal, 
and turns them l<>o!-(r on the world at 
the expiration of their terms a hundred 
per cent more criminal than when they 
eiiterod tlie stoiio walls. Ammerman 
declares that tlie legislative coinmittees 
iiivanalily fail to investigate. Ho also 
insists that lie intends to keep up liis 
lecturing tight on the prison tmtil the 
misting abuses are corrected.

BowLma Grben, O., Deo. 8.— The 

American Torpedo company's magazine 
at Braduer, a small town Vi miles east 
of here, exploded yesterday with tarri- 
ble results. Dan Levan, a stock hauler 
from Findlay, wak at the building nnd 
literally annihilated. It ia variously es- 
timated that from a small qoaatity to 
700 quarts of nitroglycerin was deposit- 
ed in the building at the time. 

The country for many miles around 
was shaken by the explosion und dam- 
age was dono in tho immediate vu iiiity. 
Houses nearby were nearly demol siied. 
Windows were shattered to pieces over 
a large space of the neiKhb(jrJK>o(l. 

What set oft" the terriblo exjilnsive 
nobody will ever know. Only a ^:rc!\t 
hole in the ground marks the site of the 
mogazine. Uan Levan, tho r.niortun- 
ate victim, lived in Findlay and leaves 
a family. Ho was a uiembi r of the 
Findlny Cilyconne (■oiiinaiiy only re- 
centiy organized und was considered a 
competent man. 

PETITION FROM THE VETERANS. 

Congress ill Be Asked to diaagn SIm 
Rales of tlie Xntional SliUtary Hoases. 

Datton, O., Deo. 8.— A petition signed 
by 8,000 veteran inmates of the central 

branch, national military home, near 
this city, was mailed yesterday evening 
to Senator Haiina in \Vashin>,-ioti to 
present before congress. The petition 
in strong respectful terms stistains the 
proposition of Ueneral Breokiuridge, 
inspector general of the army, to change 
the iiianai^euieiit of all soldiers' h(jmeB, 
so that the secretary of w.ir will have 
direct cniitriil, the same as tharogolar 
uriuy home at Washington. 

The veterans e9i)eciall}" commend the 
recomiui ndation of General lireckin- 
ridge, providing for commutation of 
rations, (H or ilO a month, while on 
furlotxgh or permanent leave from the 
home, us this money, in addition to 
their pensions, would enable them to 
liv(^ comfortable with their families 
away from the soldiers' hom**. They 
urge that room will thus lnj marie in 
the homes tor destitute soldiers who are 
now barred from the overcrowded in- 
titation*. 

It May be Mnrder. 

Greentown, O., Dec. 8 — Jacob Hart- 
ong, who wtw bound and gagged by 
masked meu, und tortured until he dis- 
closed the hiding place of his money, is 
in a most serious condition, and it is 
not believed he can recover. He ha* a 
bad out on the head where ha was 
struck by an iron wedge, and a shock- 
ing burn on the arm, where the fiends 
held a lighted candle. If the meu 
are captured they may have toanewer to 
the more eerious charge of mnrder. 

Olduat Commercial TritTvler Dr^k l. 
MiiJDLETOWN, O., Dej. 8.— Captain J. 
L. Hilt of this d^, who wa* probably 
the oldeet aotlya commercial traveler in 
America, i* dead. He waa a few days 
ago, while on the road, atrioken with 
pneumonia at Wilkesbarre, Pa. His 
daughter hastened from here to his bed- 
side. Captain Hilt was 80 years old. 
and was veT active up to the time he 
was stricken down by the fatal malady. 
The remains were brought here for in- 
turment. 

Hunting Aoclilent.

She never re- 
covered from thu shock caused by the 
death of her husband a few months 
•inoa.

• ' WA^niN< TDv. Dec. ft.— The soBiion of 
the house yesterday, though it lusted 
but two hours, witnessed a very lively 
skirmish over the question of dis. ribut- 
ing the president's message to the vari- 
ous committee* clothed with jurisdic- 
tion over the subjects dealt with. The 
conflict of authority came hetwoen the 
ways and means coniuiittee and tiie 
banking and cttrrency < o-nmittno The 
battle raged along the l:ne. During the 
debate Ueaeral Grosvenor of Ohio fired 
the first gun against the civil service 
law and this also brought the friends 
and enemies of that measure into ac- 
tion. Mr. Johnson of Indiana, in a 
ringing warning, declared that if a bill 
to emasculate the civil service law were 
passed it would meet the pr3.'idential 
veto. 

Eventually Mr. Dingley, in deference 
to the oj^MMitlon of th* member* of the 
banking and ourrency committee, airreed 
to a motUfloatioa of the order of diatrl- 
bution, *o a* to *eiid to the way* and 
mean* oommittee all matters rekting to 
the "reveno**, the bonded debt of the 
country and the treatie* affecting the 
revenues." The reeolntion was then 
adopted. 

After the session Ohairman Walker 
claimed he had won a decisive victory 
and that his oommittee, under Che or- 
der, wonld have Jorisdiotion of a meas- 
ure to. as he expressed it, "convert the 
greeubaok* into gold certificate*," but 
member* of the ways and means insist- 
ed that the changes of verbiage in the 
order would not affect their Junsdiotion 
and that a measure such as the presi- 
dent suggested, if introduced in tho 
house, would be referred by the speaker 
to th^ oommittee.

SHOCKING CA SE OF MA LTREATMENT. 

Am iBSana Man Chained in a Small Room 
For the Past Xleven Tears. 

PrrrsBcmo. Dee. 8.— Humane Agent 

O'Brien has just unearthed one Of the 
most shocking casus of maltreatment of 
the insane ever recorded in western 
Pennsylvania, at Cliue's Hollow, West- 
moreland county, this state. After a 
careful investigation th* officer has as- 
certained that Franklin Pearse Cline, 
now 43 years old, has been chained for 
the past 1 1 years to an iron bar with a 
chain which will not permit liim to 
move in any d.rccfuu more than six or 
eiirht leet. He is a raving maniac, and 
during his long period of incarceration 
he iias been kept oolutaatly in a state 

of nudity. 

Agent O'lhien says (^liiie was kept iu 
a small oufliou>e construcu'd esjiecially 
for lum. \\ hen ho called to m c Ir.iii 
the room was m a tiltliy condition and 
there was not a vcstii^e of anything for 
the sutieror to lay npon. 

Tho state board of lunacy has been 
uotiticd and is now investigating tho 
case. It IS thoujrht that tho We-itmo.e- 
laiid county authorities will be ask'Ml to 
take charKo of the man, as tho estate 
is amply able to pay all necessary ex- 
penses. 

Deatii Sentenea in Fifteen Minutei. 

Raleigh, Dec. 8.— Sonly Ryan, 
moonshiner, thief and gambler, who 
murdered his wife Saturuay night at 
Greenabovo, i* ready to hang. At ^ 
o'clock yesterday morning the police 
were called on by the sheriff upon news 
that a mob was advancing on the jail. 
The sheriff put a large posse inside tho 
jail. At 8 o'clock the lynchers tid- 
vanced and demanded admission. They 
were charged by the police and deputies 
and fled. Ryan was arraigned at noon. 
He pleaded guilty to murder in the first 
degree. He was sentenced to hang 
Deo> 17. It took 15 minutes to do the 
work.

HAKTI HUMILIATED. 

Compelled to Submit to Ger- 
many's Demands. 

THE GERMAN FLAQ SALUTED. 



Germany's Minister rormally Itrrelved 
b/ Hajrtian OOlelals and Assured That 
Hayti Will Pnnlsh Ail Those Taking 

Part Iu the i^d'air That Caiined the ES- 
trnngemeut Between tlie Two Countries. 

PoBT-AU-PRtNCB, Dec. 8.— The trouble 
between Oermany and Hayti ^[ipear* 
to be settled. The Haytian government 

has saluted the German Hog and the 
foreigners who had soaght refage on 
board ships in tha hBftwr hsva ratomad 
to their homes. 

It is understood that the question of 
the indemnity demanded by tiarmany 
for the alleged illegal arrest and im- 
prisonment at Herr Emil Lueders, a 
Oerman subject, has been settled to 
the satisfaction of Germany and that 
all the demands of that country have 
been agreed to by the government of 
Hayti, in faoe of the display of force 
made by Germany and under threat of 
a bombardment of the defensive work* 
of the port. 

The first part of the settlement took 
place when the Haytian fleet formally 
saluted the German flag from the flag- 
ship of the fleet of Hayti, tho Crete-a- 
Pierrot, a small vessel of iio4 tons, 
armed witli a few guns of light caliber. 
Admiral Kilick, tho Haytian com- 
mander, had charpo of the f(jrmal sa- 
lute of the ( M riiian flag, while the Hag 
of tho republic was being dipped on 
board the t'rete-a- Pierrot to the stan- 
dard of (ieniiany, the band of the Hay- 
tian navy played tho (iorman anthem 
and tlu' Haytian flagship tirtnl 21 guns, 
which were answered by the German 
fiagshi]). the Charlotte, which is used 

as a school ship. 

The second part of the settlement of 
the trouble between (iermany and 
Hayti took place whfii fount Von 
Schwcrin, tho (Jerman minister to 
Hayti, was formally and Bolemuly re- 
ceived by the Haytian officials. The 
latter, it umb rstooil. have assured the 
Gerinaii authorities that summary jus- 
tice will lie promptly meted out to thoso 
ollicials of Hayti who caused the es- 
trangement between tha repnblio and 
Germany. 

Naturally there is a strong feeling of 
resentment aL'aiust the trnvernment on 
account of the humihaiinn inflicted 
upon tlip country by (h rmany ; but it 
is not thouL,'ht that aiiytliiiiK more seri- 
ous than a ministerial crisis will result.

Mr. Ingalla aketched tbe development 
of railroeda daring the praaent oentnry, 
and included many figures showing the 
wonderful increaae in their mileage, 
equipment and earnings, u well u the 
number of men employed. 

He also presented some interesting sta- 
tistics relative to the cost of transport- 
ting freight of different kinds, and 
dwelt at length upon the question of 
competition. 

Referring to the locomotives of tbe fu- 
tare, Mr. logalla made a prediction that 
either electrioor aome Other power would 
doubtless be need as a substitute for 
steam. 

Instead of stopping at 1S2,(XK) miles of 
railways completed, in his opinion this 
country should build at least 5,(XX) miles 
annually in short lines as feeders to main 
systems, as this would do away largely 
with the expensive and alow, method of 
hauling by wagons.

Walter CrooS of Knglaad KUlad by Jliamy 

Darry of C'tiicairo. 
LosnoN, Dec. 8.— Walter Croot of 
Nrw ( "a.>itl<', 1 iiglund, who was defeat- 
ed for the b.'iiitamweight championahip 
of the world at the National Sporting 
dub Monday night by Jimmy Barry of 
Chicago, died yesterdi^ of the injuries 
which he received during the contest.
